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A STORY OF OIL 


Oil production which has be- 
come Canada’s front-page inter- 
est today, the following story in 
part taken from the recent 
Monthly Letter issued by Royal 
Bank of Canada, outlines in a 
very interesting manner its be- 
ginnings, its steady growth and 
its future: 


they is a story of oil. 

It starts very early in Canada’s 
history. The first producing oil well 
on the American continent was open- 
ed in Lambton County, Ontario, in 
1858, This was the year before the 
ed well was drilled in the United 

ates, 


It has had many ups and downs, 
but oil is so firmly established in 
our way of life that it will hold the 
centre of the natural resource stage 
for many a year to come. Hardly 
any other substance illustrates so 
well how science and technology may 
be combined to contribute to human 
efficiency and comfort. 


In many enterprises there is no 
substitute for oil, It is a primary 
source of power for industrial na- 
tions, and, says an article in the New 
York Times, ess of any devel- 
opments that now seem likely with 
respect to atomic energy, oil will 
continue to hold its importance. 

The civilization in which we live is 

justrial, "s 
economy is more and more 
to rely upon a pattern of industrial 
activity which requires an adequate 
flow of power. Blessed above other 
nations in the amount of water pow- 
er at hand to produce electricity, we 
have hitherto been stunted by short- 
age of domestic oil. 

Up until a hundred years ago, no 
one bothered much about recovering 
oil from deep in the earth, Then 
James Oakes, probing for coal in 
Derbyshire, England, came upon a 
deposit of petroleum the consistency 
of treacle. He mentioned it to his 
brother-in-law, a scientist who later 
became Lord Playfair, who brought 
about the development of the oil in- 
dustry, 

At the same time James H. sane, 
a chemist from Renfrewshire, Scot- 
land, distilled illuminating oil from 
coal, hence the common name “coal 
oil”, Abraham Gesner, a Canadian, 
working independently, also made oil 
from coal, and his process was put 
into commercial use at Newton 
Creek, now a part of New York City, 
in 1854, At 14 cents a pint, Gesner’s 
invention did not tempt the frugal 
people of the 1850's to stay up burns 
ing midnight oil. 


In The United States 


Hard as it may be to believe, 
United States people drilling salt 
wells in the early eighteen-hundreds 
looked upon it as a nuisance when 
they struck oil. It was not until the 
summer of 1859 that a well was de- 
liberately drilled for oil in Pennsyl- 
vania, 

With a few months the valley was 
crowded with derricks; by 1862, oil 
had been discovered in four other 
states, and in thee three years pro- 
duction jumped from 2,000 barrels to 
3,057,000 barrels, 

Reports of today’s reserves in the 
United States differ widely. A pro- 
fessor of geology at Harvard told an 
audience two years ago that it is 
probable domestic production will 
fail to meet needs within five to 10 
years. The Geological Survey report- 
ed last year that large areas of po-

In Canada 


Sir Alexander Mackenzie, the first 
white man to spar the North Am- 
erican Continent from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific, mentioned the pres- 
ence of petroleum in the banks of 
Elk River, at the eastern end of 
Lake Athabasca. That was in 1789. 

Today, the Prairie provinces pro- 
duce more oil than they can consume, 
while Canada as a whole is depen- 
dent upon imported oil, We use well 
over 250,000 barrels a day, and it is 
forecast that by 1955 we shall need 
350,000 barrels a day, That would 
require a reserve of three to five 
billion barrels. We have, in discoy- 
eries of recent years, dipped our 
drilis into reserves totalling about 


one billion barrels, but those in the 
know declare that there is still a 
vast territory to be prospected, 
Besides liquid petroleum, Canada 
has other sources for oil, Our natur- 


the mountain region; 
coal will yield liquid fuel, and then 
there are the tar sands. 

In these bituminous sands, Alberta 
has the greatest known oil reserve 
on the face of the earth. Estimates 
vary between that of Canadian geol- 
ogists at one hundred billion tons 
and that of the United States Bu- 
reau of Mines at 250 billion tons. The 
yield, according to Canada Year 
Book, is about a barrel of oil per 
ton of sand. Some geologists hold 
the theory that because the oll con- 
tent is not decreasing by evapora- 
tion, the sands are being fed from 
underground sources, 


World Resources 


Our knowledge of what lies under 
our feet is so slim that any attempt 
to estimate the amount or value of 
this or that mineral is of dubious 
value, One thing is certain: in the 
past 50 years we have consumed a 
vastly greater quantity of mineral 
products than was consumed in all 
the preceding period of man’s exis- 
tence on earth... 

About Finding Oil 


It is only of recent years that 
technical skill has been used in seek- 
ing oil and other minerals, Oil men 
were content to drill near seepages 
or other surface indications, or just 
to drill at random. Had that state 
of affairs continued, our known re- 
sources and our production would be 
far behind our needs. 

Even the early “science” of pros- 
pecting for oil was merely a com- 
pound of luck and superstition, The 
old time prospector roamed around 
the country without equipment save 
a hammer and shovel. Wildcatters 
(men who drill for oil “on spec’’) 
decided where to drill on the flip of 
a coin, or by sailing their hats into 
the air and drilling where they land- 
ed, One whose adventure turned out 
successfully was on his way to a se- 
lected site when his wagon broke 
down, He decided in a burst of petu- 
lance to dig right where he was/| 
stranded—and struck oil.

possible to detect oil beneath the 
ground by any scientific device 
known today. Even with a full ar- 
ray of the most reliable, modern in- 
struments, the geologist can only 
hope to locate rock structures of a 
type in which oil deposits often oc- 
cur, This is given us on the author- 
ity of the President of Shell Oil Com- 
pany, in an address to the Newcom- 
en Society of St. Louis. 


There were, this summer, nearly 
80 geophysical parties trying to lo- 
cate oil “traps” on the western 
plains, 70 of them in Alberta. (Geo- 
physics is the Science concerned 
with the physical characteristics and 
properties of the earth.) 

The cost of this exploration is 
high. A United States economist has 
estimated that about a billion dollars 
would be needed to finance discovery, 
transportation facilities and refining 
capacity of sufficient oil to balance 
Canadian requirements, 

Regardless of the exploration 
methods used, the only way to be 
sure of the presence of oil is to drill 
a well. It may cost $200,000 to ex- 
amine a 200,000 acre reservation be- 
fore a single drilling rig is erected, 
but when the President of Shell Oil 
Company sets the possible cost of 
drilling a well at half a million dol- 
lars, the advantage of thorough 
search is seen. The scientists give 
a picture of the underground layers, 
and at least tell you where the best 
chances lie for finding petroleum. 
Hints For The Beginner 


If you are thinking of going into 
the business, here is how to do it. 
In choosing your site, you must con- 
sider whether there is evidence that 
in some remote geologic age, hun- 
dreds of millions of years ago, the 
necessary organic matter was depos- 
ited at the bottom of oceans and 
lakes which were later elevated into 
a continent just where you wish to 
drill; whether nature provided a 
suitable storage reservoir, in the form 
of sedimentary rock or coral reefs 
which hold oil somewhat as a sponge 
holds water; whether the oil is cov- 
ered by solid rock which prevents it 
from seeping to the surface or 
spreading over too large an area un- 
derground; and if there is the proper 
earth structure to have forced the 
oil into pools. 


Then, being sure of the right place 
to bore, consider the cost. This de- 
pends on what you have to bore 
through, and how far down you have 
to go. Practically all Foothills drill- 
ing is around 10,000 feet, while it is 
an exception to have to go to 6,000 
feet on the Prairies. Mr. N. M. Fowl- 
er, Statistician of James Richardson 
and Sons, estimates that a Leduc 
field well of about 5,300 feet could 
be completed and equipped for around 
$85,000; Redwater fields of about 
3,100 feet might run $60,000; deeper 
drilling in Turner Valley could cost 
as high as $200,000 per well, while 
the shallow wells at Lloydminster 
can be completed for under $25,000. 

If the site is well chosen, and you 
have the money to develop it, you 
must think of what the return will 
be. It is necessary at this point to 
look carefully into the government’s 
rights, because the mineral lands of 
Canada are administered by either 
the Federal or the Provincial Gov- 
ernments, There are royalties to be 
considered: the Alberta government 
levies 12% per cent. on petroleum 
produced on Crown land, or as an 
alternative you may choose to pay 
on a sliding scale from 5 per cent to 
15 per cent, based on the square root 
of the average daily production. 

Expense and risk combine to make 
oil prospecting and production an 
outstanding field for enterprise, but 
it is one to be tackled only by ven- 
turesome men. This word of caution 
is necessary, because oil money seems

In 1946 surveyors, working by seis- 
mograph, got encouraging reflections 
at Leduc. In November, a specula- 
tive well was started, and on Febru- 
ary 13, 1947, Imperial Oil Company 
brought in Leduc “Discovery” with a 
flush flow of 1,000 barrels a day, By 
June, with four wells in production, 
Leduc was accepted as an oilfield. 
Within eighteen months, Canada be- 
came the largest oil producer in the 
British Empire, ousting Trinidad 
from leading position, At mid-1949 
there were nearly 250 producing wells 
in the field, and 30 more were being 
drilled, 


This discovery opened up a whole 
new area for intensive search, It 
revealed the existence of the coral 
reef type of formation which is typi- 
cal of the rich West Texas area. Red- 
water, the second major field, was 
uncovered by Imperial in September 
1948, Thickness of the storage lime- 
stone in this area is 144 feet as com- 
pared with 35 in the Leduc area. 
Woodbend field yields oil from two 
layers, and just west of Woodbend 
is the “Golden Spike’, with more 
than 500 feet of porous limestone. 
South of all these there has now been 
brought to attention a new broad 
stretch of territory, heralded by the 
Canadian Gulf Oil Company strike at 
Stettler. The potential is indicated 
as 3,000 barrels daily of light crude 
oil from about 100 feet of pay zone. 

By the beginning of this year these 
efforts had established light crude 
oil reserves in Alberta conservatively 
estimated at 600 million barrels, The 
production capacity indicated now is 
100,000 barrels a day, which is about 
40,000 barrels a day more than the

Now let us look at the Canadian 
petroleum scene as it has developed 
in recent years. 

The first Alberta oil boom started 
half a century ago when Kootenai 
Brown and Lafayette French saw In- 
dians skimming the brown sticky 
liquid off a slough near Pincher 
Creek, They traded a pack-horse for 
the slough, raised capital in Calgary 
(starting that city as the oil capital 
of Canada) and in 1901 there was a 
forest of tents and a crowd of drill- 
ers. No oil was found, It was many 
years before Gulf Oil was successful 
in the same district, after drilling 
12,000 feet, 

In May, 1914, the first well came 
in at Turner Valley. Up to this 
spring the Valley had yielded nearly 
100 million barrels of oil and about 
1,500 billion cubic feet of natural 
gas. It is estimated that it still has 
in reserve 25 million barrels of oil 
and 400 billion cubic feet of gas, 
tapped by 278 producing wells, 

Fields outside Turner Valley have 
grown in importance. The Conrad 
and Taber fields were among major 
producers in 1946, Lloydminster be- 
came the centre of interest jate that 
year. This field, lying astride the 
Saskatchewan — Alberta border, has 
reserve variously estimated from 50 
to 800 million barrels, The oil, thick 
as molasses in its natural atate, 
makes good railway or ship fuel. 
There is thought to be potential oil 
and gas territory in Saskatchewan 


long-range kind, and is not a month- 
to-month operation, Looking ahead, 
analysts see an increasing demand 
for petroleum, They say that both 
as fuel and as raw material for 
chemical industries petroleum will 
remain among the leading minerals 
for many years.

Eventually, the 14 scientists hope 
to cross the great ice-gap to Queen 
Maud Land, with its deep and dan- 
gerous crevasses previously sighted 
by air. 

In recent years scientists have of- 
fered theories that the world is 
warming up and the expedition be- 
lieves the answer will be found in 
Antartica. Some scientists, includ- 
ing Prof. Hans Ahlmann, who is a 
member of the new expedition, have 
collected evidence that the climate of

With the release on November 21 
of the first stamps of the Republic

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REPORT ON “FORGOTTEN” ALASK 


Could Support 10,000,000 Population If Properly Developed

WASHINGTON A change ap- 
pears to be taking place in the U.S. 
government attitude to Alaska, In- 
stead of relegating Alaskan problems 
to the background indefinitely, 20 co- 
operating agencies have now pooled 
their information and ideas and come 
up with facts and suggestions that 
indicate an important world role for 
Alaska in the future, 
Alaska’s strategic position across 
narrow Bering Strait from Soviet Si- 
beria makes an evaluation of its eco- 


nomic potential an important con- 
sideration for every Canadian and 
American. 

Gen. H. H. Arnold, wartime head 


of the U.S. Army Air Force, express- 
ed the thoughts of many Canadians. 
when he said: 

“In this world of tomorrow Alaska 
is assured a position of great impor- 
tance. Upon Alaska the future of 
North America may well rest.” And 
it was Gen. Billy Mitchell, early ad- 
vocate of strong air power for the 
United States, who termed Alaska 
the “most strategic place on earth.” 

Much has been written about Alas- 
ka’s importance in the defence of 
North America. Its potentialities as 
an economic bulwark on the north- 
western corner of this continent, 
however, are less widely known, A 
two-inch-thick co-ordinated report 
from the government agencies at- 
tempts to evaluate Alaska’s economic 
potentials, 

“Its forest, arable lands, fish and 
wildlife, oil and minerals, recreation- 
al paradises and hydro-electric power 
sites represent wealth beyond man’s 
comprehension,” asserts the report, 

“Already $3,000,000,000 has

ciation’s tree planting car has 
just completed a four month itin- 
erary in southern Saskatche- 
wan, attracting 15,000 people to 
the meetings held. 


This annual campaign conducted 
by the Association to encourage the 
planting of trees on the prairie, now 
in its 29th consecutive year, takes 
the tree planting car over hundreds 
of miles in the three Prairie Prov- 
inces. 

The railway coach used was donat- 
ed by the Canadian Pacific Railway 
and is moved, free of charge, by both 
the C.P.R, and the Canadian Nation- 
al Railways. Public spirited firms 
and individuals provide the funds to 
defray all other operating costs. This 
mobile theatre has a seating capac- 
ity of 100 adults, is equipped with 
two sound projectors, and its own 
power plant. 

A town a day is visited, with 
meetings held for both young and 
old. The program includes over an 
hour of sound films, and an instruc- 
tional demonstration. The trees to 
plant, how to plant them, the land- 
scaping for the farm shelter belt and 
home beautification are shown and 
explained, A colored film shows the 
results secured by tree planting on 
the prairies, r 

Association campaigns in co-opera- 
tion with the Dominion Government's 
Forest Nursery Stations and com- 
mercial nurseries in supplying trees, 
are slowly changing the open prairie 
farm into a place of protection and 
beauty. Shelter belts make it pos- 
sible for the farm family to enjoy 
greater living comfort, They assure 
a successful garden, even during 
years of less rainfall, and make the 
growing of fruit possible. By ex- 
tending the tree belts to provide field 
shelters the snow is retained, the hot 
dry summer winds are held off, with 
the fields giving increased yields in 
good years, and some crop in bad 
years. Under similar conditions the 
unprotected field in drought years 
meets with complete failure. 

With the assistance of the Domin- 
ion Forest Nursery Stations two 
large scale field belting projects, one 
at Conquest, Saskatchewan, the other 
at Lyleton, Manitoba, are beginning 
to pay big dividends to their owners, 
At Conquest the farmers, who have 
banded together on this project, have 
planted over 600 miles of trees. The 
belts cut the farm land up into fields 
of from 40 to 80 acres, At present 
the trees, mostly caragana with wil- 
low in the low spots, are about 15 
feet tall, with the number of miles 
of hedges being extended each year. 
This year the farmers within the 
shelter belt area harvested a crop of 
wheat averaging 15 bushels to the 
acre, Their neighbors, outside the 
boundaries of the sheltered area, av- 
eraged only eight to nine bushels to 
the acre. From available informa- 
tion this difference was due to the 
ability of the trees to hold snow, 
conserve moisture, and to protect the 
growing crop from hot drying winds, 
The same benefits are being secured 
by those farmers who form the fleld 


protection group in southwestern 
Manitoba. 
If the prairie farmer will make 


use of trees as an aid in overcoming 
climatic handicaps, taking advantage 
of the splendid work being done by 
such outstanding contributors to ag- 
ricultural welfare as the P.F.R.A., 
his own Agricultural Representatives, 
and Experimental farms and Sta- 
tions, he can build, with his farming 
neighbors, am agricultural life more

The Travellers’ idea, planted five 
years ago, has reaped a harvest of 
more than $400,000 for preventive 
work, This sum, tyirned over to the 
Saskatchewan Anti - Tuberculosis 
League, has financed three mobile X- 
ray units which are responsible for 
bringing to light almost all active TB 
cases discovered in Saskatchewan. 

Results have been so encouraging 
that the Anti-Tuberculosis League, 
the Associated Canadian Travellers 
and the radio stations are looking 
forward to the day when tuberculosis 
will be wiped out in Saskatchewan, 
When that day comes the songs and 
music of the people of this province 
will rate a big assist.

Measure into large bowl, 1 c. luke- 
warm water, 2 tsps. granulated sugar;

B.C. Potato Crop 
Will Meet Needs 


VICTORIA. — Provincial Agricul- 
ture department officials predict that 
British Columbia this winter will 
need few if any potatoes from other 
provinces, 

British Columbia often fails to pro- 
duce enough potatoes to satisfy her 
own markets. In the past imports 
have been made from Alberta and 
Saskatchewan, and sometimes from 
as far east as Manitoba and from 
the United States. 

Alberta this year is reported to be 
harvesting a crop only 50 per cent. 
of average. 

British Columbia on the other hand 
is harvesting a crop which is pretty 
well up to average on the whole, said 
officials of the field crop branch of 
the agriculture department. 

This year’s potato crops have been 
noted by freeness from late blight, 
a disease which made heavy inroads 
on the crop last year because of the 
damp summer and fall. 

British Columbia is expected to 
make heavy shipments of certified 
seed potatoes to the U.S., as in other 
years. U.S. growers turn to B.C., be- 
cause it is one of the few remaining 
areas on this continent in which seed 
virtually free of bacterial ring rot 
and certain other virus diseases can 
be produced.

Product Prices 
Move Down 


OTTAWA, — Farm prices of agri- 
cultural products moved downward 
in September and brought the bureau 


of statistics index of agricultural 
prices to the lawest since May, 1948, 

The index was estimated at 249.8, 
the bureau reported, That compared 
with 253.2 in August and 261.5 in 
September, 1948, 

The index, based on 1935-39 equals 
100, was 247.5 in May, 1948 

Since September last year, prices 
fell for grains, livestock and dairy 
products and rose for potatoes, poul- 
try and eggs. 


Compared with August, September 
prices were lower for grains, five- 
stock and potatoes, and higher for 
dairy products, poultry and eggs 

In September, indexes were lower 
than in August for all provinces but 
Manitoba where a slight rise was re- 
corded,
